Make Good Showing In Defending the City of Calgary at 


the Annual Training Camp. 


On Saturday morning ninety —_re- 
Coated troopers paraded the city on 
their return from camp at Calgary, 


All bore marks of exposure to sun 
and wind, but everyone seemed to 
have enjoyed himself and spoke in 
highest terms of the training they 
had had for two weeks, but like the 
real Tommy Atkins, they preferred 
the strenuous work of the sham bat- 
tle and manouvre to the cut and 
dried routine of camp and drill. 

On Tuesday morning, June 23, all 
the troops in camp were divided inty 
two armies—the Reds and the Blues. 
The Reds, made up of the Edmonton 
and Pincher Creek troops, were at- 
tacking ‘the city and the Blues— Cal- 
gary and Wetaskiwin—were endeay- 
oring to protect the city, especially 
the water supply. After a four hours 
march, the Blues halted for dinner, 
carried by the boys in their haver- 
sacks, and in the afternoon the en- 
emy were engaged in the hills about 
six miles from Callgary. After Severe 
fighting, in which the Blues held their 
own, both armies retired to their 
bivouacs. where supper was supplied 
by the army service Corps unser act- 
ive service conditions. 3 

Outposts and sentries were posted 
along a three mile circle, and the 
boys turned~ in just. as they were. 
with their rifles beside them ready. 
in case the enemy \ should surprise 
them. The alarm came at 3 o'clock 
in the morning when the ‘Wetaskiwin 
squadron was. ordered out to rein- 
force outposts: The boys again pro- 
ved that they could take their place 
with the best, being on the move in 
Just fourteen minutes after the al- 
arm, having in the meantime fallen 
in on: foot, got their orders, and 
saddled up and again fallen: in line 
mounted.
